AID FOR ARMENIANS. 


An Enthusiastic Meeting of Sympar 


thlzers in Chicago. 


AH APPEAL TO THE QUEEN ADD CZAR. 


If They Cannot Protect the Doomed 


Race in Their Ancient Homes, As- 


sist Them to Flee to More 


Hospitable Shores. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 6. — A meeting of Chi- 


cago citizens interested in the Arme- 
nian troubles was held in Central Mu- 
sic hall yesterday afternoon. About 
two thousand men and women attend- 
ed. George B. Swift, mayor of Chi- 
cago, presided. 


The object of the meeting was to de- 


vise some means of aiding the Arme- 
nians in a practical way. Clara Bar- 
ton, president of the lied Cross so- 
ciety, and Fred D Green were present 
and among the speakers of the after- 
noon. 


A collection was taken and a small 


snm of money raised which Will be 
trrned over to the tted Cross society to 
help in sending a relief committee to 
Armenia. A committee of 30 \v ab or- 
dered appointed by the mayor of the 
city, as chairman of the meeting, to 
formulate plans for the emigration of 
the Armenians to a place of safety and 
to consider a means of immediate as- 
sistance to the Armenians in connec- 
tion with the movement of the Red 
Cross society. 
In addition to this 


cablegrams appeal:ng for aid in behalf 
of the oppressed people were ordered 
sent to the queen of England and aur 
of Russia 


The speakers of the occasion were: 


Rev 
R. A White, lion. Thomas A. 


Moran, Hon. George V. Adams, (jen. 
O. O. Howard, Dr. P. S. Henson, Mr. 
Green and Miss Barton. 


Edward F. Cragin opened the meet- 


ing with a plea for financial help in 
bringing the Armenians to America. 
He spoke 'of the Armenians as people 
fitted to make good citizens, and con- 
tended that there is. a great plenty of 
unoccupied ground io America to ac- 
commodate them. 


At the close of the meeting a vote 


was taken, and it was unanimously 
agreed that the chairman of the meet- 
ing send the following cablegram: 
"To Her Majesty, the Queen of Great 


Britain and Empress of India, En- 
gland — 
"We have been looking with horror 


at the deliberate attempt to extermi- 
late a peaceful and historic people, 
he Armenians. The policy and tradi- 
ions of our people are against our in- 
erference by force of arms 
We, citi- 


ens of Chicago, in mass-meeting aa- 
etnbled, as fellow-Christians with a 
ommon ancestry, appeal to you to stop 
his continued wholesale slaughter. 


"•If circumstances which your gov- 
rnment cannot control, render this 
m possible at this time in Turkey, we 
espectfully suggest that you, with or 
vithout the co-operation of other pow- 
rs, endeavor to arrange for the bring- 
ng of the Armenians to the coast and 
hence to some country where their 
ives will lie spared. 


''We pledge you the co-operation of 


our people in this undertaking in 


very possible way. We are sure such 
lardy industrious and frugal tillers 
of the soi'. if Hired for until they be- 
:ame accustomed to the new environ- 
ments, would be gladly welcomed by 
ihe people of the United states or 
other countries 


"GFOKOK Ii. SWIFT, Chairman.'' 


A similar telegram was ordered sent 


to the czar of Russia. 


The meeting was an enthusiastic one 


and the people prpseni went away 
feeling that they had done something 
which would eventually aid the Ar- 
menians.

Armenians to a place of safety and 


o consider a means of immediate as- 
stance to the Armenians in connec- 
on with the movement of the Red 
ross society.

eut to the queen of England and czar 
f Russia.

The policy and tradi- 
ions of our people are against our in- 
erference by force of arms. We, citi- 
ens of Chicago, in mass-meeting as- 
einbied, as fellow-Christians with a 
ommon ancestry, appeal to you to stop 
his continued wholesale slaughter. 
"If circumstances which your gov- 
rninent cannot control, render this 
m possible at this time in Turkey, we 
espectfnlly suggest that you, with or 
vithout the co-operation of other pow- 
rs, endeavor to arrange for the bring- 
ng of the Armenians to the coast and 
hence to some country where their 
ives will be spared. 


We pledge you the uo-operation of

battle-ships, instead of the Caribbean 
Sect. According to the plan arranged 
by Secretary Herbert and

Bonce, the squadron should have sailed 
ftwoi Hampton Roads for St. Thomas 
December 31. Though every ship was 
ready for-sea on that date, the fleet of 
•even vessels has been held for some 
reason which the Secretary of the Navy 
hae declined to reveal, and wnicfe the 
officers of the fieet have not known.

Tta Men Entrapped In » Colorado Gold 


Mine wlilt no Hope of Esiape. 


Coi.OBAt«) SrniJios, Col., Jan. 5 —The 


Cripple Creek diBtrict has been excep- 
tionally free from serious mine acci- 
dents, but its reputation in this re- 
spect received a serious, setback yester- 
day by a cave-in in the Anna Lee mine 
at Victor, belonging to the great Vor- 
mand company. The last reportb place 
the number ot men who arc buried un- 
der thousands of tons of rode at ten. 


The Anna Lee mine is located near 


the summit of Battle mountain and is 
•one of the finest equipped mines in the 
state. Its working hhaft, which is 
down 9DO feet, is the deepest in the 
camp. The shaft is a double p«mpart- 
ment one and vertical, from which 
levels sire driven every 50 feet to tfut 
the immense ore chimney which lies 
some distance from the shaft and has 
an incline of abwut seven degrees. 


Ten men, including General Mana- 


ger John Harnnn and Assistant Supt. 


heMon, were caught in the cave-in, 
nd at this writing-there does not seem 
o be the remotest possibility that any 
ave escaped. Well posted miners say 
; will be a miracle if any are taken 
ut alive. 
The excitement at Victor is intense, 
nd lai-pe crowds of friends and rela- 
ves of the imprisoned men surround- 
d the shaft house all day, hoping 
gainst hope. The accident occurred 
t 9-30 yesterday morning.

antes liurns, of Colorado Springs, had 
jeen down in the mine on a tour of in- 
pfcction, und had just been hoisted to 
he surface, when Assistant Superin 
endent Sheldon, accompanied by a 
,iner, entered the cage, and was be- 
ng lowered. 
They had descended 


,bont two hundred and eighty feet, 
when the engineer in charge of the 
hoisting machinery received a signal 
o draw up the cage rapidly. The 
nal came too late. The great masses 
of rock bad begun to settle, crushinff 
the cage and its occupants.

,oin of the shaft driving a level toward 
the ore chimney and these must have 
Jeeii crushed to death. 


Rescue gangs were immediately pu 


to work from three different direc- 
tions, and wherever a miner -can b 
used to advantage, he is put to work 
One party of rescuers are driving 
drift from the third level of Scranton 
mine and at six p. m. it was estimated 
they were still in foet from the point 
in the Anna Lee shaft where the car is 
supposed to'have lie,en caught by the 
cave-in. 


The upper workings of the ^Anna 


Lee mine are admitted by the Port- 
land officials to have bet'ii in a very 
dangerous condition, but the company 
had already taken steps to strengthen 
the supports. The unsafe condition 
of the mine was caused by its former 
owners gutting- the entire ore shute, 
leaving the chambers so large thai it 
was impossible to timber them prop- 
erly. The names of the imprisoned 
men as far as learned are: General 
Manager John Harnan, Assistant Supt.

T*. is a high tribute to the.abilities of 
_ Vnechanical craftsmen that no at- 


tempt to excel us in the manufacture of 
these machines by foreign competitors 
has yet succeeded. These American- 
made marvels are in use in Europe. The 
mighty engineering enterprise of the 
Knssian government, which is pushing 
its long line of railway from St. Peters- 
burg to Vladui?tock would have been 
next door to an impossibility without 
tlie use of these excavators. When the 
road had been advanced well into Si- 
beria, the construction came to a dead 
halt. AH the labor of all the available 
r.avvies in the pay of the czar could not 
advance the work an inch. The Foil de- 
fled the energy of tlie civil engineers 
who brought drills and dredges and 
picks and shovels to bear upon it in 
vain. In this extremity the Russian 
government a few years ngo sent spe- 
cial commissioners to Europe and 
America to study the work of the far- 


the idea that the Abyssinians are ne- 
groes. 


Such is not the case, however. The 


Abyssiniaiis are no more negroes than 
the Ai abs or ^he Hebrews. They be- 
long to the great family of the Semitic 
peoples, which include these two na- 
tionalities. They entered 
Abyssinia 


from southern Arabia. Moreover, they 
are Christians, having adopted Greek 
Christianity in the fourth century and 
clung to it through all vicissitudes. To 
speak in the language of geology, they 
are a fossil remain of the Greek civili- 
zation of the early part of (he Chris- 
tian era. 
They were persistent and 


powerf u 1 enough to resist the encroach- 
ments of the Arab conquerors, and re- 
mained quite unknown down to 
the 


16th century. Then they were discov- 
ered by the Portuguese. 


Their isolation in what has been 


called the "Switzerland of Africa" 
eared them from the vicissitudes that 
overtook Europe during the middle 
ages. This fact enabled them not only 
to preserve their own civilization in- 
tact, but to preserve many Greek and 
Latin works that have been lost to Eu- 
rope, The books of Enoch and of the 
Jubilees, the ascension of Isaiah and 
others known to the early patriotic 
literature, have been retained only in 
Ethiopian translations. They created 
also' an extensive literature of their 
own. 


While the Abyssians are very pious, 


being ferveat in prayer and devoted 
to religous services, they are a very 
cruel race. It will be remmbered that 
it was the cruelty of King Theodore to 
the missionaries that led to the English 
expedition against him in 1354. He was 
deeply versed in theology 
himself. 


While he could discuss by the hour the 
two natures of Christ, he could, without 
the least compunction, give orders in 
almost the same breath to have several 
hundred of his political enemies be- 
headed. 


It is of interest to add that there was 


a propositiou^a few years ago that the 
Christians of Abyssinia aad those of 
the Russan Greek church unite again. 
A delegation of Abyssinians was sent 
to St. Petersburg1 and entertained most

A FIRM "STAND. 


BKBI.IH, Jan. 4.—The emperor's act 


in sending a message to President Kru- 
ger, of the Jsouth African republic, 
congratulating him upon the victory of 
the Boers over the armed forces led 
into the Transvaal by Or. Jamieson, 
administrator of the British South Af- 
rica Co., U hailed with enthusiam 
throughout 
Germany and will add 


greatly to his majesty's popularity as 
being a true interpretation of the in- 
tensity of German public hostility to- 
ward Great Britain. 
The message of 


the emperor could not hare been a very 
great surprise to the English govern- 
ment, as some days prior to the publi- 
cation of the message the emperor ta- 
structed Count Von Hatzfeldt, the Ger- 
man ambassador to Great Britain, to 
inform Lord Salisbury with the ut- 
most frankness that it was the firm 
determination of Germany not to al- 
low the government of the South 
African republic to be overthrown. 
At the same time Count Von Hatzfeldt 
was instructed to demand an explana- 
tion of the movements of the authori- 
ties of the British South Africa Co. 
These representations were immedi- 
ately answered by the British foreign 
office. The first replies made by Lord 
Salisbury were deemed unsatisfactory, 
so much so, indeed, that the relations 
of the two governments on Wednes- 
day became so strained as to be on the 
point of absolute rupture. The eon- 
sequence was that a diplomatic sur- 
render on the part of Lord Salisbury 
was the only thing that averted the 
gravest climax. 


Even -now, althongh the situation 


is modified, it is not devoid of danger, 
and the summaries of the comments of 
the English press upon tie emperor's 
interference in the Transvaal affair, 
which were published here, serve to 
heighten the popular anger against 
England, while the anti-English fee\- 


t ing pervades-'all classes of the German 


press. 
Every political 
party and 


group, the socialists included, side 
with the Boers and denounce the ag- 
gression of England. The North Ger- 
man Gazette quotes, with expressions 
of approval, the declaration of the 
Cologne Gazette that the Transvaal 
republic is an Absolutely independent 
state, and the Deutschg Tapes Zeitung 
says that aot ouly the road to Con- 
stantinople, bat ate« the road to Jo- 
hannesburg lies through Iterlin. Sev- 
eral newspapers with government af- 
filiations and inspirations concur in 
these expressions, and that the alli- 
ance between Russia and France has 
been enlarged by the accession of the 
triple alliance to a-caecert of Euro- 
pean powers with anti-English aims. 
A number «f papers are exulting in 
the isolation of England, and predict 
that her lonely situation will become 
an important factor in the settlement 
of the Vnecuelan difficulty. 


The jronth, the brawn and sinew of 


Germany are moved to of er active as- 
sistance to the Boers, while their elders 
are inspired to tender moral and finan- 
cial aitt. 
Dr. Carl Peters, the explorer, was 


charged by the Dutsehe Colonial Ges-! 
solschaft held yesterday, .to send a 
cablegram to President Eruger, of the 
Boer republic, expressing the sympa- 
thy of the society with him nnd his 
cause and promising actire and mater- 
ial support. A private syndicate has 
raised the sum of 300,000 marks for the 
purpose of organizing a corps of vol- 
unteers to gw to the Transvaal, and 
similar offers have 
been plentiful.

OBJECT TO SEWpR PLAN. 
£. B. Wise and Others Protest 


Against the Improvement. 


The following is a copy of an impor- 


tant protest which will b« presented at 
the meeting of the city council to-night, 
objecting to the proposed power Im- 
provement known as "Oakland Avenue 
Sewer:" 


*'DEc\TTTR, ILT. , Jan. 1,189U. 


"To the Honorable Mayor ai.d City 


Council: 
. 
"We the undersigned, citizens and tnx 


payers who live and owu property along 
the route and adjacent to I lie proposed 
new sower known as 'Oakland Avepue 
Sewer, do hereby remonstrate against 
the building of said sewer for thefol 
lowing reasons, to-wit: 
"FiSit—The land along said sewer and 


adjacent thereto is largely '.a acre tracts 
which has good natural surface drain- 
use 
Hence it would be of no benefit 
to said land until it is laid off in lot* 
and inhabited oy citizens with modern 
improvements. 


"Bowfcd—Two thirds of tho cititens 


who live within the said sewer distrust 
are not able to pay their proportion of it, 
at the present time. 
"Third—There are numsrousaddiUons 


outside the city who are adjacHit to this 
sewer and would be greatly beneHtted 
by tbe building of thwi-cwcr, and it is a 
wall known fact tbat they are agitating 
{hitsewer and hope to gel tbe full bene- 
fit without helping to pay for it. There 
fore, we protest ncritinst the building of 
said sewer until the boundaries of the 
city are extended to the full limits of 
the benutits derived from said sewer. 


"Fourth--We are not opposed to pub- 


lic improvements, but we think this 
Bower scheme is premutuir, and is sim- 
ply to benefit a few citizen*. Therefore 
we desire that this srwor improvement 
be indefinitely postponed until a major- 
ity of the citizens in said sewer district 
desire it. We therefore pray that tho 
council will consider this petition care- 
fully, and grant it." 


Among those wuo have signed the 


petitio i are H. H. Wise, John Nowell, 
James Keofe, W. H. Williams, W. M. 
Bundy, Mrs. M, A. Hradley, Marilla 
Dunham, James MiMikikin, L. B.Casner 
and J. R. Race. 


It was stated by one of the property 


owners that he understood tbat tbe 
sewer would cost in the neighborhood of 
{100,000 and that tho council could not 
show thut most of the property assessed 
for the sewer was to be benefited. Said 
he: 


"There is another good reason not 


stated in the petition why the sewer 
could not be built on the plan proposed. 
A largo territory is to be drained in a 
way contrary to the lay of tbe land. The 
water in that section passes out through 
Fairlawn Park and across tho Dennis, 
Montgomery and Haworth farms to tbe 
river. It will be an unnecessary ex- 
pense to drain the land by a sewer down 
Oakland a venue as it is proposed. 


"This sewer is wanted by iwri estate 


boomers interested in the northwest 
part of town. It wi'l benefit that sec- 
tion, but none of the rest of us who wilj 
have to pay for it. Many of then h*re 
property that it will greatly benefit, but 
it is now outside the city and they will 
not be taxed for it. We object to seeing 
them make us pay for sewers for them. 


"We are determined1 to resist the con- 


struction of this sewer now. 
If neces- 


sary we will carry the matter into tbe 
wiurts." 


One of the aldermen wan asked Satur- 


day what tho probable action of tho 
council would bo iu case of objection to 
the sewer and he replied: 


"I suppose the council, will look on an 


objection a« a matter of Bourse. 
There 


has been objection to ail the other 
sewers, tiid lsupp:)oe tncio will be U* 
this one. My opinion in rtint we will go 
right ahead with it if we Jecicle that it IB 
needed. I believe that's ninvtdy decid- 
ed.
